Response to Amendment 

Applicant has cancelled Claim 19. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10, 12-18, 20, 22-29, & 34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-10, 
12-18, 20, 22-29, & 34 recite a container which contains recesses in the bottom of the 
container that define wells. In addition, the volume which is defined by the side walls of 
the container (excluding the volume of the recesses) is divided by a lattice-type 
structure. The prior art of record does not suggest nor disclose these features.
